summary attached to the Panjab Administration Report for 
1880-81, the Panjib Government says: This event can 
hardly be assigned to any weakness in the administration ; 
for similar disturbances subsequently occurred in Multän 
and elsewhere, and evidence is not wanting to show: that in 
Bahäwalpur as in Mult&n the HindGs were the aggressors.” 
But in speaking again of the same subject in the body of the 
Report at page 3, the Panjéb Government remarks: The im- 
diate cause of the outbreak was the action of some Muham- 
madans who, during the Holi festival, dressed up a figure and 
carried it through the streets in imitation of the ceremonies 
of a Hindũ funeral. The Hindus retaliated by a similar 
mockery of the tdia procession customary among Muhamma- 
dans during the Muharram. In a riot which ensued the 
Muhammadans destroyed a Hind& temple and desecrated two 
others.“ The second extract clearly shows how matters 
stood, but still the Government considered the Hindés to be 
the aggressors! Religious quarrels will continue between the 
the Hindũs end Musalmäns until education makes greater pro- 
gress among them, Although the Hindus are a mild people, 
it is not wise to try their patience too much.
